WOMAN DIES IN LEAP 
FROM LOFTY STATION 


at 110th Street Into Crowds 
100 Feet Below, 





HAD $625.75 IN HANDBAG 





Name ‘E. Renard” on Flyleaf 


of Book She Carried—Wore 
Expensive Jewelry. 


Well-dressed, wearing much expensive 
jewelry and with $625.75 in her handbag, 
a woman jumped from the _ elevated 
station at 110th Street and Manhattan 
Avenue last night into the thick of 
traffic more than 100 feet below. She 
died instantly leaving no clue to reveal 
her identity except a Christian Science 
text book bearing the name “ Miss Re- 
nard ’’ on the fly leaf. 

Hundreds of persons crowded the busy 
corner and witnesses declared it noth- 
ing short of a miracle that no one was 
struck by the falling body. The elevat- 
ed station, serving both the Ninth and 
Sixth Avenue lines, is said to be the 
highést in the city, and the force of the 
fall broke every bone in the woman's 
body. 

The screams of women and the excite- 
ment caused by the leap attracted a 
great crowd which required all the re- 
serves from the West 100th Street Po- 
lice Station to handle it. 

Witnesses told Patrolman Kavanaugh 
of the West 100th Street Station that 
they had seen the woman come to the 
front end of the southbound side of 


the station and pause for a moment as 
she looked down from the dizzy height. 


Then, as they ‘held their breaths, un- 
able to tell if she would jump or not, 
she sprang out. A minute later she 
was lying among them, dead. 


Kavanaugh was the first policeman to 
reach the body and called an ambulance 
*kerbocker Hospital, bringing 
Dr. Wilson, who pronounced the woman 


dead. She then was taken to the po- 
lice station, where her effects were 
searched for a clue to her identity. In 


a black beaded bag, besides the money, 
was an envelope containing an unset 
diamond She wore a gold chain and 

eart-shaped locket mounted with sev- 
eral gems and a gold ring set with dia- 
monds and a sapphire. 

She wore a black and white silk dress, 
a panama hat, brown shoes and brown 
sil stockings. She had three tickets 
for the Weehawken Ferry. The Chris- 
tian Science book bore the title, ‘‘ Rudi- 
ment De La Science Divine.’’ Inside, 
beneath the name on the flyleaf ap- 
peared the Inscription: ‘‘ With all love, 
your friend, J. Ek. H."’ At the bottom 
of the page was another sentence which 
read: ‘1923. Always may you keep 
this book.’’ Following this were a num- 
ber of crosses. 

The police said they believed from the 
ferry tickets that the woman probably 
was from New Jersey, but they doubted 
if they would be able to identify her 
until they received some report that 
such a woman was missing. The name 
they said gave them very little to go 
on and they could not even be sure that 
it was the name of the dead woman.
